EXAMPLES OF THESE MASSACRES! 
The Massacre of King David Hotel 


On July 22, 1946 Zionist gangs blew up 
the King, David: Hotel in Jerusalem; 92 men 
and women. lost their lives and 45 were in- 
jured. Speaking in the House of ,Commons 
on this cowardly crime of Zionist terrorism, 
the British Prime Minister Mr, Clement 
Attlee said: 

“Members will have learned, with horror 
of the brutal and ,murderous..crime .com- 
mitted yesterday. in Jerusalem..Of all. the 
outrages which.. occurred in . Palestine, and 
they have been. many and horrible in the 
last few. months, this is the worst.” 


The Massacre of Deir Yassin 


On. April 10, 1948, the village of Deir Yas- 
sin in the suburbs of Jerusalem, was attacked 
according to a prearranged plan agreed upon 
by the Jewish Agency, the Hagana, Irgun, 
and. Stern gangs. Zionist terrorists rounded 
up most of its 600 inhabitants, Having 
looted everything of value in the. village, 
the Zionists. next turned their attention, to 
their human booty, slaughtering men, women 
and children without mercy. On this occasion, 
about 250- Arabs were butchered. Among 
these. were 25 pregnant women, whose 
bodies were ripped open with bayonets, and 
fifty-two , mothers with babies at their 
breasts, .as well as about 60 other. women 
and young ‘girls. Little children were cut,to 
pieces before the eyes of their mothers. 
Some of the Arab women and girls. who 
escaped death’ were stripped of all. their 
clothing, and herded into trucks. They were 
then. paraded. through the streets of the 
“Jewish Quarter” Jerusalem, where they 
were subjected. to insults and -were photo- 
graphed. stark naked, 


Jon Kimehe, . the British Zionist. Jew, 
his - book Seven Fallen Pillars wrote:

The Mastadte of Qibya 


In_ the, evening, of October 14, 1953 a #4 
battalion. of, the “Israeli” 
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David Hotel was blown up ia Zionist EISS International Red Cross 


and British Mandata government members were killed and 45 w ounded, 


and a battalion of soldiers then moved in to 
kill all the remaining men, women, and 
children they could find. On November 24, 
1953 the Security Council of the United 
Nations passed the strongest censure of 
“Israel” action at Qibya. 


The Massacre of Kafr Kassem 


This massacre was committed on October 
29, 1956, The Jewish Newsletter in its, issue 
of .December 24, described the massacre as 
follows: 


“The worst massacre occurred in Kafr 
Kassem. There the curfew was proclaimed 
an hour earlier than in the other villages. 
-The Mukthar of Kafr Kassen informed as 
many villagers as he,could of the change of 
the curfew, but many were away working 
too far from the village to be informed. Two 
military posts were stationed in the. village. 
One near the Home of the Aged, near Rosh 
Ha’Ain. Many workers returned from their 
work on bicycles through this route. Every 
single one of them was massacred without 
warning. Some were killed in groups as they 
came from the fields, A second military unit 
was stationed near the school, where all the 
roads of the village cross. A truck with about 
15 Arab men and women, who were working 
in the orange groves, approached the post. 
The driver, Abu Hilmy from - Taiba, was 
grabbed by the Security Policemen. by his 
neck and shot in the head several times. The 
women in the truck: began to scream and 
fire was opened on them, too. Seven fell 
- dead instantly. The others began to ery for 
- mercy. The officer stopped the firing and 
got in touch with some superiors over his 
transmitter. After about ten minutes talk, 
the officer gave the order to shoot the rest 
of. the women. One woman, not a resident 


of Kafr Kassem, held her two months old . 


baby in her arms when she and the baby 
‘were shot.. = 


When the Mukthar informed the inhabi- 
- tants of the change of curfew some children 
from the village ran to warn their parents 
_ who were working in the fields. When they | 


returned they were shot with their parents — 
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The Massacres of Gaza Strip 


During the Zionist occupation of the Gaza - 
Strip in 1956, Zionist forces committed many 
massacres against the defenseless Arab in- 
habitants, most of whom were refugees who 
had already suffered much from Zionist 
terror in 1948. Zionist forces followed a 
systematic and planned action killing yourig © 
men in villages and cities. The United Na- 
tions and other neutral sources verified the 
following figures of victims: 300 men, 
women, and children were killed in Rafah; 
400 in Gaza and 950 in Khan Yunis. 40 
students from Gaza were taken to a point 
near the armistice line and shot. Their ‘re- 
mains were removed for detent burial by 
their families after the Zionists. were com- 
pelled by the United Nations to withdraw 
from the area. ‘
